Amongſt others f beſjdes-the: buſineſſe of his greate 
Sonne the Spaniſhe King 2] hee hath ſent a power ot his 
owne, vnder the £@ndu Jace of. his owne Nephewe at 
leaſt, the Earle #exobtes y fur in all pointes to the 
proofe, loaden wit letiBetof the Pope himſelfe, 
and the ſpoiles of the EEhipthes, royally, rich and 
reſolute inough, and in chis pride they march down into 
that maſſacred countrey of Fraunce, with great purpoſe 
of molt wonderfull concluſions, 

But Mounſicur de:Degdterts being there for the king, 
gathercd a head of expert \ ounchery wo diſgariſoning the 


lc gallants of I- 
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taly with To hote an encounter, that in leſſe thentwo 
hours, two thouſand:&: fiuc hundred of them were oucr- 
throwen, and almoſt as many taken priſoners,cight hun- 
dred of which were ſlaine in the fury, and foure hundred 
kepr priſoners, the reſt (more to qualify thepride of their 
hawry natures) were firſt ſolemnly ſworne by Mounſienr 
de Digwieresneuer moreto bear Armes againſt the French 
king, and then ſhamefully ſent home difarmed, ſauing 
onely white wandesin theyrhandes in ſcorne of theyr 
weapons. | 

The Generall and his company were well apaide of 
this ſeruice: for whereas before they lay in Garriſon and 
lackr money, now theſe braue Romanilts brought them a 
neceſſary excrciſe,an honorable victory and rich ſpoiles, 
for amongſt them they found in chaines of golde,rings, 
jewels, and armour, as much as was valued at taorethen 
two hundred thouſand French crowns, beſides three hun» 
dred great horſe for ſeruice, God ſend him and all his 
friends, many more ſuch banquets. , 

Beſides Sain& Eſprire, ſur Ruc hath ben taken by ſom 
of the kinges ſide, which doth mightely hinder thoſe of 
Abeuile,and Amyens from hauing ſuccour by ſea. 

Itis moreouer knowen for certainty, that they in 
Paris are at intollerable mutiny amongſt rnemſelues, the 
people againſt their gouernou's, an the great ones a» 
gainſtthem, and ſo much haue the people preuailed. rhat 
they hauc hanged vp their chiefe Gouernour, God ſcade 
all their Leaders and fauorits ſo good ancnd, 
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Adiſcouery vppon ſuch accidents as hauehappened 
in the r LO King his Army, fithence the firſt 
day of oOdober, wntill the fifte of the ſame moneth,

ſhould be giuen; was by diverſity of informarions led in- 

to ſo many dours, that he would nor altogether vnadui- 

ſedly hazard his troupes, rill ſuch rime as with better ad- 

uauntage and more certayne intelligence ke might trye 

the Fortune of ſuch an aſſ:alt, as might both make hys 

Maieſty be helde in an honourable eſtimate for his wiſe- 
dome, and his followers be animated with ſo reſolute a 
zeale to the perfourmance of theyr enterpriſe, as mighte 
cauſe a conrinuall report, and make good their warlike 
indeuours, 

Thus minding to perſiſt in theeffeRing of ſome ex- 
ployt,about two ot the clocke in the after noone, he with 
theſe foure thouſand foot and fiue handred horſe, ariued 
at Grandpre,a place diſtant ſenen Leagues from whence 
he was departed, wherehe vnderſtoode that the Lorde of 
AmbliFe,with the troups of horſe which belonged to the 
Duke 4: Lorain,and al the ſtrangers of the Duke de Mayn, 
were quartered, about a Town called Mountfaucon,bor- 
dering vppon Lorayne which was not diſtant aboue five 
Leagues from Graundpre, which newes chaunced to the 
Kings great toy: After animating his troupes with ſuch 
words as might beſt beſcem fo braue a General, ſer ſpurs, 
and in all haſt made towards Mountfaucon, where hee ar- 
riued before night, But thoſe Leaguers which were lod- 
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fromthence talodgeberwince Stenay, and Villefranche, 
haginginrended the day tellowing to-gine ſome brauas 
doonfuch companies as his Maieſty had left about Aul- 
mont;vpor} which doubles they had executed ſome no» 
tableftravagem, bad not information of the Kings ary* 
uall apalde them in ſuch ſort;, as they were forſt roplat 
grounds-for their own ſafgry,& delittro theirenterpriſe« 

His M, being quartered near to Mountfaucon,a Forte 
wel furnithr with muninon and ſaukiiers, thought beſt to 
yndertake thetrying of the Popes forces: yet notwith(ta- 
ding maugre-theſconce & the Leaguers which were ther- 
abour,lay there al that nighrt,not wichoat a general ter= 
ror to the pore rebels which held the place. Notwichſtan- 
ding that they had two bundred horſc,and aany fine (al- 
lyes for aduantaging themſclues. 

The next morning he determined to make tor Verdun 
beiond the river Meuze,wher the Popes forces lay,vader 
the condudt of Don Rami CheFrs: whernpon the next day 
his troups being in readines marcht directly to la MeuJe, 
where he found a ſquadron of horle, which vppon bis M. 
approch carried newes to the leaders of the Popah Army, 
who vpon aduiſe were ſent to guard the paſſage, but they 
halfe dead for feare, began to quake as ſoone as they per- 
ceiued what anumber came {warming roud about them, 
thought it better to get within the wals,or atlealtwiſe to 
live them(clues with fom companies that might bear the 
blowes: but whilſt they ſtood thus ſcanning their necke- 
verſes without booke, they betooke them to their heels, 
and (o ſaued them(clues harmeleſſe. 

This cowardiſe nor giuing any ſmal occa(io of admira- 
tion to the Kings powers, who to their no lice diſhonor, 
began to ſhour ar rhe, was not alone an ap; aling of thoſe 
which were after to encounter, but ſo proſperous an ac- 
cident to the incoraging of his M.refolnte followers, that 
they almoſteſteemed it as diſhonor to combat. with ſuch 
Cowes. Butthe King now perceyuing it high time to 
giue notice ro the world of his magnanunity, began thus 
to lay the platforme of lis yalour. 
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-Firſthe ſent Mounſier Fourmer: and leSieurde Ginrywit: h 
50, horſe to ingage the fight, bur ſceing how theieax one 
place had giuen thealarum , and that therfore it was hard 
to furpriſe them, turnd right towards AmbliJe whom be 
hoped roencounter with either on the way ,. or reſting 
themfelues : Meanewhile divers forragers of the kinges 
met with twelue lances which garded chariots and con- 
uoyes of the leagues, and about the ſame time three Care 
bines of the kinges gaue him to vnderſtand how they had 
ſcene AmbliFe mounted with :l1 his troups, march night 
to Dampuilliers: Vpon which information hee thought it 
good to goand lie inthewaie to cat them oft, and'tor the 
more ſpeede aduanſt himſelte in perſon, and rooke the 
necreſt way which lay throngh a forreſt bounding on 
Lorrame,& Luxembourg and by this meanes aduentured (0 
far as he came within Cannon ſhot of Dampuilizers, where 
hee found they had not yer paſſed. Wherefore (ecing the 
day began to faile, prouided for the lodging of his men, 
becauſe being in armes, the diftance and the great pace 
they rode, made them wearie : The meane while his Ma- 
teſtie, as his naturall diſpoſition is, not ſleeping aboue 
three houres, ſpentthe reſt in premeditating on the ſequel 
of his en:erpriſe , but neuer ceaſsing to thinke howe hee 
might circumuent his great enimies, commaunded that 
the day following the rende7 vous ſhoulde at the furtheſt 
by ten of the clocke bee appointed, at hiscourt of Gard 
that was furtheſt aduanſt, and from thence intended ro 
make for verdus to giue the battaile, which being done he 
approched within aleague of the rowne, where hee made 
a ſtand, looking ti!l a woondertull great tempeſt was al- 
laid: 'which notwithſtanding his Maieftic impatient of 
the leaſt delay , accompanied onely with thirtie horſe: 
came within the ſight of the rowne, whencenot ſeeing any 
bodie come forth,and theraine and winde rather increaſe 
then give ouer, gaue order to the.Baron Byron, that his 
ſquadrons might be lodged halfe a league further off, to 
prevent any ſally, and roſend to him. 150. horſe, being 
choſen ſome out of euery troupe whereupon the ne

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4 Enbe(t came inrperſori with thirtic 4/man borſe and other 
Noblesto the number of an hundred and fiftie, 

Now when the weather began to breake vp , there ſal- 
licd outof the towne fiftie Lances, which ſeemed at the firſt 
as if they: woulde haue:come to render themſclues to his 
Maicttzes tauour:bur like traitors pretending nothing leſſe, 


being within musket ſhorteof the walles, made a ſtand, ha-' 


uing for their: Gengrall the. Lieutenant of Don Octane Chezrs, 
which is the firſt companie vnder the Popes Nephew : theſe 
| having divers Carbins in theze companie,made them ſcout 
yp and.do wne,, to.eſpicit anieambuſhe were nor laid neare 
the townzin performanceof which they ſpent two houres , 
whereby their good deuorion, cither ta ſubmit themſclucs 
tothe kinges mercie, orthe fortune of the day , proued ſo 
couldy.as bis highnefſe could but ſmile at their fimple inde- 
yorss But whileſtthey were inthis ſquadron , neyther da*» 
ripg for feare come out of the ſhotte, nor for ſhame returne 
inco the Towne, his highneſſle ſent le Steurs ae Praſlin , Is 
Curee C7 de [* Bargerie to.counter brane them, but with 20. 
horſe,geuing them in charge »thar the. frit pace that they 
ſhould ſce the enemy retire, as they were naturall Friends 
and honourable ſubices, they ſhould charge them what 
miſhap ſocuer thould betall, and the more to annimat them, 
promiſed newe ſupplies : whereupon on their allegeance, 
promiſed to, performe what his Maieſtic ſhoulde pleaſe to 
commaund, andfo- ſet forward. The kingperceiung with 
what loyal aftc&iion & reſolute hardineſſe, theſe few ſubmit- 
ted their liues to his pleaſure, priſing their loſſe aboueanie 
eltceme, willed the 34r0n Byron to beready on one ſidewith 
40.and le Sreur dels Chappelle anx Fr/ins,with 20.horſe onthe 
.ather (deafwel vo ſugcorthe aiſailants if need ſhould be, as 
to(ceif any troupscame not-behind,or were laid in ambuſh 
to cuf, them off:aot cotrary to an expected cowardiſe,ar the 
1igiog of theſe ſquadrans, they ſo berook them toa gallop, 


þurt,nvt with ſuch baſt,bur tbar'ſixof rhoſe 20 being thebeſt- + 


moitedrenticd the backs of them, and began to maketheir 
Enſigne fly, ln-this ſkirmiſh was ſlayn the borſe-that Ze Srewr 
«ela Curce had ynder him, which thecnnemy perceiving tur 
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ned;and ſet yporithem being nor paſſing'5.or 6. (thereſt noc 
being fo well horſt could notienrer the reregard ſoſoone)yer 
hauing no more then theſe 6irhey behaned themfſeluesin ſuch 
{ort,as alchough they were inthe mid(t of rhe throng, yet eue- 
ry ſeuerall man could haue ſhower his ennemies headion: his 
launces point, wherein they thewed the magnanimiry-of riglic 
loiallſubie&s, & yer not thusTonrent chaſt rhemcnen 'vnder 
the wals of the town,flew 8.0t theirhorſes,and/brought away 
two priſoners where they ſtood, & fronted three ſquadrons of 
horſe,privily (alied outgfthe town, which making ſhew to 
charge them {carce almoſt aboue a hundred paces (were con- 
tent to make a ſtand, & ſee their fellowes rifled;afronghtwhb 
was the Lieutenant aud Captayne of the guard aforeſaid, 
Thus valiantly hauing made animpreffion of their true and 
notable affeion towards their ſoucraigne they renirned, Le 
Stewr de Preſiin hauing received three ſeueral blowesEf alance 
in his cloke,and a Piſtoll which perced his curaſe; 'brifed his 
fleſh but reſted in his doublet.W herfore his M.percejuing the 
night to draw on, and that his enemies retired themſelues vn- 
to their holds, commanded aretreat ſhould be ſounded, and 
ſuch as in his aduentures once had -worthely behaued rhem- 
{clues,he received with ſuch princely & honorable entertain- 
ment as might ſtand with his M, honour and their owne de- 
ſerts. There was one of thoſe priſoners which were taken in

Vpon his atriuall 
neare the ſaide Towne, which lyeth within two mub 
quet-ſhot of the ſaid Drgve,and vpon his deliberation 
to put his enterpriſe in execution, there was certayne 
newes of the armie of Savoy, conſiſting of ſeuen hun- 
dred horſes, and feuen thouſand harquebuziers (a 
matter well knowne co.all men, confirmed by dinerſe 
adui tes,and ſince found true) this army I ſay, becing 
lead. by the Lotd Amedee Ollinaro:and the Marquis of 
T reny,had befiedged Moreſfter, which was lately forti- 
fied to couer Grenoble trom the border of Saucy. Vpon 
this new aduite, he was neceflarily to change his pur- 
poſe;andin lieu of aſlailing, to ſuccour and'detende, 
yea cuen to vie great diligence, for that the place was 
not ſo well fortified and prouided, as was tobe wiſh- 
ed, asa matter enterpritcd-and.pur:in execution in 
toure dayes ſpace, whiles the faide Lord 4+ Digweres 
| B 2 remai- 
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remained vpon the frontierzodiſcouerthe Popes ar- 
mie.as it paſſed by Montmeliion,to theendthereofro

| The 25.and 26:of the ſaid moneth,the ſaid Lord de 
Dieweres hauing leftiſomeot. his companies in Cor: 
bon,vntillfuch timeas theLord of '/4 Yaferte had taken 
order as heethought good, depatrred out of Province, 
withoutlicenſing or disbanding of any of his troups, 
whomhe cauſed to takethewayrthither where necel- 
fitie required. From thatday vntilltheitwelfrhof Sep. 
tember, the ſaideLord de Digmeres labored to gather 
together his friendes, ſo that the ſame day hee lay at 

Gzenoble,and the villages roundabout,accompanyed 
witt:the Lords of Mares, Brequemunt,Morees, Prabant, 
andother'Gentlemenand Captains, with three hunz 
dred horſe atthe moſt, and:two thouſand ſeuen hun- 
dred harquebuziers. The enemie vnderſtanding of 
the ariinal of theſe troupes,whoſe numbers he knew 
not;ray{ed his fiedge,which intruth he had not layde 
very neare to <Moreſter,and tooke his lodging at Poxt- 
Charra,halfe a league aboue the ſaide place, and there 
hc laboured to intrench and barriquade the wayes to 
his lodging , ſetting a countenance as'if heewould 
keep it, and lodge ſome troupes in houſes therabour. 
But as for the ſaid Lord de Dremeres troupes,the foot- 
men tooke yptheirlodgingatChelais, and the horſe- 
anen at Goufelay and :Ranſini, ſoas the reſt of that ſmall

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The fifteenth day was ſpentin- the diſcouering of 
the enemies lodging), and the ftxteenth attending 
the comming ofthe laid Lord de Dzgnieres, who ftaid 
at Grenoble {ick of arheume that held him four daies 
the Lord of Beliers with ſome harquebuziers on horſ. 
backe,pierced thegardof one company of horſmen, 
ſtrooke into their lodginges, and vtterly ouerthrewe 
them,(o thatthere remained 'on the place ſome twen- 
tie men,aad there were won ſome twentie ſenen hor- 
ſes of ſeruice, with caflackes;lances & other furnitare, 

The faid ſixteenthiofthefaid moneth, the Lordes 
of Meurevand Morges,being loth to loſeany time, de- 
parted with ſome twentie of their companies, to take 
ſo neareaview-pf the guard of the army,thatthey en- 
tred i»peſle-meſle,8& caſt itvpon thearmes ofthe ſaid 
armic,{o that hadtitnotbene thartthe narrow way be- 
ing peſtered with three or. fourc horſes that were fal- 
len,& itood the fliers in ſteade of Barriquadoes, they 
' had followed further: ſoine enemies were there lain, 
& good horſes taken; Theſaid Lord de Diguieres arri. 
uing the ſameday,forgat notto ſpend the ſeutteenth 
day about a pertec viewe of the enemies lodging, 
wherin alſo hee conſidered of the ſcituation of ſuch 
placesas mightfauor them, orbe any helpetothem, 
in caſe heſhouldſert vpon them. All which hetookſo 
certain notice of,that cuery thing fell outin maner as 
he had premeditated & deſcribed on a leafe of paper. 

Thenext day being the 18. the enemie ſer himſelf 
in battailearray, obſeruing the order thatfolloweth: 
His head was turnd toward Grenoble: on the left hand 
ſtood his footemen in a round vpon a ſmall hillocke 
of vines : on the right hand vnder caſtle Bayardranne 
the riuer of Lizere, and betweene the riuer of the hil-

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locke ſtood his horſemenin three ſquadrons, within 
the medows that lie neer the Lord of Beumons hoult: 
and before the ſaid horſemen ſtood ſome 40. horte in 
aficld on arowe , where they had a valley or down- 
fall that debarred our men from comming atthem in 
battaile aray, This order did the enemies take, becauſe 
they hada farre off diſcouered the L. de Diguteres 
troupes comming toward them : who being come 
without two musket ſhotte of the enemy, hee cauſed 
tzem to make a ſtand ina bottome neere the riuer, 
where they were madoived with grees,} to. the ende 
they mightnot be diſcouered. Inthe meane time the 
Lord of Prabantwith 1500. Harqueburziers followed 
the hill on the right hand in two troupes,whereof the 
one kept the top, fo to dip)acethoſerhar ſtood'on the 
ſide, and the other marched onthe lowerway, foro 
diſplace the footmen that fauoured the encmies horl- 
men. And in the meane time while the Lord of Pra- 
bant eyther fauoured,or made ſhew of anie footemen 
inthe field, where the enemies gard was ſet, a troupe 
of horſe which conteined notaboue twentic,, being 
led by the lord of Yeraffe lieutenant of the Lord of 
Baquemands companic, marched directly to the ſaid 
gard, which had no minde ro ſtaie, but forſooke rheir 
ground, & retired ro the main barraile. The L.. de Dz- 
euieres marking th's cofirenance.as allo that foormen 
had bcgonne. to ſhake the enemie thatſtood on the - 
hillocks, cauſed his troupsto march on into the ene- 
mies ficld, which they had choſen,which alſo was the 
ſame, where the enemies Guard had beneſet before. 
The footmealſo led by the L. of Prabant,keeping the 
right hand, aranged theraſclues likewiſe, as did alſo 
the Lord of Mezoles with abattailof foounen on 4 
left 
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left hand vpon'the edgeofthe riuer: The borſmen inthe 


mid(t aranged in three ſquadrons, eche at anothers 
heeles,among whom we do not comprehend the light 
horſe, making as irwere an aduantage;led by the Lord of 
Brigmant. The ſquadron thatfollowed next was led by 
the Lord of Morees, then the ſecond Cornet of the ſaid 
Lord de Digmieres, led by the Lord of Poligny : and the 
laſt, which was:the white Carnet, togither with 52. 
oreat horſes, who ſeemed neuertheleſſe ro be dome, fiue 
hundred , by reaſon they had following them art the 
heeles, 120.Harquebuziers on horſeback,and the varlets 
with eucric one a ſwordinhis band, which greatly dan- 
ted the enemy: vponthelctt hand of the faid white Cor- 
net{toodan otherbartaile offootmen to fauor the ſame 
that ſerued for an arriergard. Beeing thus aranged at the 
ſame time that the skirmiſh —_— warme on either fide, 
and Rye 94 ©o his4odginp, wee 
charged theirhorfermaen, whoat the firſt comnitng, feta 
rex{onable good face on the matter, and-bard out the 
ſaid charge, entring ſomewhat into our vauntgard, who 
ſeeing themſelues ſupported, - returned and broke the 
enemie, who hadalreadie joyned all his ſquadrons in 
one,(o to flic the ſooner : yertterched they a compaſſe in 
the medowes, that belong to the ſaidelord of Beamons 
houſe, and ſtaied vntill our vauntgard came within the 
Speare length, and then began roflie. The chace held on 
to Hontmelliun , whether all the fliers did notretire, for 
{ome lay dead in the place, and others fled at randon to- 
wards Rochette Arguebelle Miolans and the woodes. The 
number of the dead amounted vatoaboue 2500. There 
were taken aboue 300. horſe. Allo ſome priſoners, moſt 
of them Capraincs,lieurenants, or ancient. bearers. Alſo 
18.Ancients bearing the red crofle,and one Cornet. The 
lord _Amedee faucd himſclte at Miolans , the lords Mar-
